most candidate to succeed Benedict. 


Choice of a successor 
apparently 


lay among three cardinals Tuesday. 


Cardinal Maffi of Pisa: Cardinal La- 


Fontaine of Venice, and 
Cardinal 


Ratti of Milan, were the 
three on 


whom the most attention 
was 


concentrated. 


There were elements of opposition 


to three of these candidates however, 
and it was regarded as within the 
bounds of probability that tho final 
choice would fall 
to some prelate 


whose name has not yet been promi- 
nently mentioned. 


SEE OPPOSITION 


Cardinal Merry Del Val himself 


mentioned as a possible successor to 
Benedict, was believed likely to op 
pose Cardinal Maffi. More opposition 
to Maffi was believed likely to arise 
from Vatican conservatives such an 
Cardinal* Gasparri, papal secretary of 
state, who are believed to disapprove 
his cordial relations with the Italian 
royal family, 
The precedent that the secretary of 
state cannot be chosen to the papacy 
seems to be militating against the 
choice of Gasparri 
as successor to 


Benedict. 
Popular Deputy Difausto in an inter- 


view declared France was supporting 
Cardinal Mercier of Belgium for the 
papacy in ftope of breaking the custom 
of choosing an Italian for pope. The 
Corriere Itala, however, describes this 
statement as "fanciful " 


AGAINST ITALIAN 
The Paese warns of the possibility 


that in the conclave of cardinals to 
meet Feb. 2 there may be found a 
small but determined element which 
will hold out for selection of a cardin 
al not an Italian. The hope of sup- 
porters pf Merry Del Vel who is a 
Spaniard would lie in such a move 
ment. 
The charge that the Italian govern 
ment is supporting Cardinal Maffi also 
drew sharp denials from tho press. The 
Popolo Romano indignantly rejectee 
the assertion that Premier Bonomi o 
Italy had sent out a secret circular in 


• support of Cardinal Maffi. The paper 
insists vthe Italian government would 
strictly observe a policy of non.mter- 
ference. The reopening of parliament 
set for Feb. 2, the same date as the 
conclave for selection of a new pope, 
has been postponed. 
Decision as to when the actual inter- 


ment of Pope Benedict will take place 
will be made by the Sacred college 
late Tuesday. 
The time set may be 


either Tuesday night or Wednesday 
night. The state of preservation of

board who drafted the plan at the 
White house direction. 


President Harding is expected 
to 


approve it substantially as submitted 
and will transmit it to congress with 
an appeal for approval shortly. 


The subsidy plan is fundamentally- 


designed to enable American shipping 
msn to compete 
successfully 
with 


British 
enterprise. 
It is also de- 


signed to pull the government out of 
the shipping business by guaranteeing 
reasonable profits to private marine 
enterprise out of government funds. 
No subsidy advantages go to govern- 
mcn ships. 


DIRECT SUBSIDIES 


The bulk of the direct 
subsidies 


granted would come from 
diverted 


customs receipts taken in on goods 
carried in American bottoms.

this plan fails to yield a reasonable 
profit, indirect subsidies and

realized by the construction of the long- 
est railway in the world. The importance 
of water -transportation and of ocean, com- 
merce is one of the fundamental facts in 
national development everywhere. The 
more water commerce the nation has, the 
greater will be its production of wealth, 
its prosperity and its promotion, oS effi- 
ciency and economy. 


The proposal to connect the Great 


Lakes with the Atlantic ocean represents 
one of 'the foremost public works yet pre- 
sented in any country and ranks with, the 
Panama canal and other notable water- 
ways of partially artificial construction. 
The great central west cannot be viewed 
in. a sectional sense. It is the producing 
backbone of the country, and its develop- 
ment both in agriculture a.nd industry is 
essential to our national vitality and pros- 
perity. 
To connect this empire with the 


world by a water outlet would be pro- 
foundly stimulating. 
It would enhance 


farm production enormously, and manu- 
facturing as well. Through a lowering of 
transportation costs it would augment our 
commerce abroad and assist toward that 
commercial supremacy to which the nation 
aspires.

Notwithstanding that the coal opera- 


tors and miners are determined in their 
stand, the one for wage reductions and the 
other to maintain existing schedules, the 
prospect of a settlement is not so remote 
or hopeless as Secretary of' Commerce 
Hoover believes.

DOES QIIXIXE BREAK VP ANYTHING? 
"I understand you do not approve of quinine," 


writes a reader. "Like most physicians, suppose 
you approve of going to bed until the cold is about 
routed, but this wo cannot all do. I purchased what 
I understand to be pure quinine in two grain cap- 
sules; take three capsules on retiring for cold in the 
head. If this is harmful, kindly advise mo what to 
take." 


Answer. Take care. 
Personally I'd rather take, well, almost any of 


the diseases that masquerade as cold in the head 
till recovery or death do us part. 


Quinine is a fine remedy lor malaria when scien- 


tifically used, and it has some other valuable rem- 
edial e'ffects which nfed not concern us here. To 
be sure, a chill commonly occurs with the onset of 
malaria, and malaria is therefore just as properly 
termed a cold in the blood as measles, infantile par- 
alysis, influenza, coryza or whatnot is a "cold in 
the head." But it happens that quinine is fatal to 
the parasites of malaria in the blood stream, where- 
as it is not fatal, nor does it even retard the mul- 
tiplication of the gernre of the various diseases that 
people are content to call "cold in the head." So it 
is poor reasoning that prompts the taking of quin- 
ine for these various infectious diseases just be- 
cause chilliness or a chill often occurs in the early 
stage of the illness. 


Quinine makes the. ears buzz and the head ring. 


Some folks imagine that's a-sign the medicine is 
"working." Other and even more harmful drugs do- 
the same thing in the same illness; acetanilide, for 
instance, in the thousand and one medicines popu- 
larly, if not on the labels, called cold cures, head- 
ache cures, neuralgia cures, etc.

Some of them practice 
economic nationalism and yet expect 
others to keep an open frontier. 


"Besides all this," says M. Benes, 


"the chief obstacle in every inter- 
national economic conference, is the 
general exchange crisis. But how is 
this obstacle to be avoided without 
running great risks and without mak- 
ing great sacrifices? 
"Then there are two other obstacles; 


Germany and Russia. Germany wants 
a moratorium which France consi- 
ders to be a catastrophe for herself. 
Russia will not be able to contribute 
anything: for a long time and in order 
to help her great sacrifices would 
have be made. What state would con- 
sent to make these sacrifices?" 


Mr. Benes thinks there is only one

lice Trace Lost or Stolen 


Jewelry 


Police in Appleton and in other 


cities in the state now have asistan<*e 
in tracing lost and stolen 
articles 


through the general enforcement of a 
•tate law requiring all 
dealers in 


jewelery, silver, and metal ornaments 
to report daily to the chief of police 
\all purchases of second hand articles. 


With the report of each purchase of 


a second hand article in this class, 
the dealer must also give a descrip- 
tion of the person from whom the 
article wail purchased. The law also 
provides that no dealer shall alter or 
destroy the form of any such article 
so purchased until 24 hours after he 
has filed the required report with the 
Chief of police. 


"Only a comparatively few trans- 


Actions affected by the law occur in 
Appleton" said Chief of Police George 
T. Prim "but the law has been en 
forced here for some time " 


The law states that every dealer or 


manufacture of articles composed in 
whole or in part of gold, silver pre 
cious stones, copper, lead or brass in 
cities of the first, second, third or 
fourth class must make this report to 
the police 
Every such dealer must 


retain a book in which is entered a 
complete description of 
all 
second 


hand articles purchased and of 
the 


persons 
from 
whom 
they 
were 


purchased 


Upon the request of any police offi- 


cer the dealer must permit inspection 
of these records at an> time If the 
chief of police believes that any of 
the articles described in a dealer's 
daily report have been lost or stolen 
he may order these articles held until 
he has completed an investigation 


Penalties for violations of this law 


are from $10 to $100 or not more than 
six months in jail.

was one of the most eminent of the 
modern French composers.

The export of champagne has al- 


most ceased owing to prohibition in 
the United States and the prohibiTKve 
import tariff levied in England and 
Germany, so that the wine growers 
are faced with the lamentable prospect

the smell of a house 
that has had a spice 
cake baked in it is 
a welcome. 


These 
rules are 


for both plain and 
fussy cakes. 
The 


first cake might be 
used by itself as a 
desert. 


SPICE CAKE: 
Four eggs, I'/fc cups brown sugar, 


3 teaspoons baking powder, 2% cups 
flour. ^ cup butter, 
1 cup sweet 


milk, 1 teaspoon cinnamon, 
% tea- 


spoon salt. 
Cream butter and beat in sugar. 


Add one whole egg and the yolks of 
three well beaten. Mix and sift dry 
ingredients and add alternately with 
milk to first mixture. Turn into a 
buttered and floured 
dripping pan 


and bake half an hour in a moderate 
oven. 
Let cool slight*' and cover 


will the following frosting. 


FROSTING 


Three eggs 
(whites), 
!J/4 
cups 


brown sugar. 
Beat whites and eggs on a big plat- 


ter with a whisk till stiff and dry. 
Roll brown sugar 
on 
a 
molding" 


board till free from lumps. Beat su- 
gar into eggs and spread on cake. 
Put in a hot oven to biown. 
SPICE CAKE 


One and one-quarter cups brown 


sugar, 1 cup sour milk, 1 egg, % tea- 
spoon soda, % cup butter and lard 
mixed. 1 teaspoon soda, 2 cups flour, 
1 cup seeded raisins, 1 teaspoon cin- 
namon, <& teaspoon cloves. 
Cream shortening and sugar. Add 


egg well beaten. Mix and sift flour 
and salt, cinnamon and cloves. Sift 


over raisins. 
Add the 
sour milk. 


over raisins Add half the sour milk 
to first mixture. 
Add dry 
ingre- 


dients. 
Mix thoroughly. 
Dissolve 


soda in remaining milk and add. Beat 
until perfectly smooth. Pour into a 
loaf cake pan and bake forty-five 
minutes in a moderate oven. 


LITTLE SPICE CAKES 
Three egga, 1 cup brown sugar, 1 


cup molasses, % cup cold water, % 
cup lard, % cup butter, 1 tablespoon 
cinnamon, 1 teaspoon allspice, 1 tea- 
spoon ginger 
1 
tablespoon soda, 


boiling water, 3 cups flour, % tea- 
spoon salt. 


Beat eggs till very light. Beat in 
sugar. 
Beat in molasses. 
Add as 


much of the flour as will stir easily. 
Stir in shortening *which has been 
softened but not melted. 
Add re- 


maining flour, spices and salt. 


Dissolve soda in a little boiling wa- 


ter. Stir into first mixture and drop 
from the spoon into little patty pans 
Bake in a hot oven for fifteen min- 
utes. This cake batter will keep for 
two weeks on ice and can be baked 
as needed. 


LIGHTNING CAKES 


Three eggs, 1 cup sugar, 
',£ cup 


meHed butter, 1 cup milk, 1% cups 
flour. 2 teaspoons baking powder, 1 
teaspoon cinnamon, 
]/4 
teaspoon 
salt, 
% teaspoon vanilla, 
% cup 


chopped nuts, sugar, 
butter, cin- 


namon. 
Beat eggs very light. Beat in su- 


gar. Beat in butter which should be 
rool 
Stir in half the milk, add the 


flour sifted with baking powder, salt 
and cinnamon. Add remaining milk. 
Pour into a buttered 
and 
floured 


pan. Sprinkle with copped nuts, su- 
gar and cinnamon and dot with bits 
of butter. Bake in slow oven for 
forty-five minutes.
